Count Von Moltke Now Holds 


that Distinguished Office. 


NEPHEW OF NAPOLEON III 


Xo Aroy In Europe C*» Moboltae 


Mom Rapidly Tluui That of Or- 
many— Ctorna* Honw Bwtteric* 
Best Traintti—Every Army Con*

In the organization of Its staff ofl- 


cers the Kaiser's army cannot be ap- 
proached. And this Js not the mere 
outcome of circumstances, but the 
result o? a process of careful natural 
selection, 
undisturbed by political 


change, that has gone on in obedi- 
ence to a definite policy ever since 
tho great Moltke shaped its des- 
tinies. "Our next war," said Moltke, 
"will be one of directive—other 
armies may have equal numbers and 
forces—bin none will have the per- 
fection of the German general staff." 


In order to become bead of the 


Prussian central governing body— 
which means chief of the general 
staff—one thing and one only is 
needed—merit. The position Is open 
to all attainable by anyone in the 
army who displays exceptional tal- 
ent, and it is this fact that has given 
to the army that wonderful unity 
which is the marvel of Europe. 


In accordance with this tradition 


the now chief of the general staff, 
the present Count von Moltke, had to 
A\ork his way up-from a minor posi- 
tion, no favoritism being shown him 
by his famous uncle. He began as a 
sub-lieutenant, and during the last 
Franco-German 
war 
distinguished 


himself on the battlefield, receiving 
the iron cross for bravery. During 
the years between 188] and 1S91 he 
acted as adjutant to the great von 
Moltka. His ciose connection with 
his uncle enabled him to receive a 
.-.pecial insight into the'mind of rhe 
greatest military genius since Napo- 
leon. It is probably this very intim- 
acy that has equipped him for the 
high iiost he holds to-day. 


The training of officers who have 


attained staff rank is most exacting. 
When men in the ranks display such 
marked ability that they seem suita- 
ble for staff positions, they are sent 
to various special technical academ- 
ics located in different parts of the 
country. Thus there is a magnificent 
shooting school for infantry officers 
at Spandan; lu Berlin there is one of 
the finest fencing academics'in the 
world, whiie at various points arf 
numbers of schools and technical 
institutes for everything, from field 
surgery to horse shoeing. 


The famous kriegs academic, nr 


war college, has not its counterpart 
in the world. Here officers intended 
for the general staff learn strategy

and high command. 
The kriogs 


nkndcmic lias been imitated by other 
nations, but it stands to-day alone as 
tho finest scientific_niilitnry institute 
of its kind, graduates with high hon- 
ors at. other war colleges have failed 
again and again to pass the ordinary 
"onos" of the kreigs. 


T;rsides the special corps of cx- 


i "H mental scientists, there nre sov- 
cr;il corps of railway experts. These 
men must be capable of undorstand- 
ini; every 
department of 
railway 


wori;. from, building locomotives to 
constructing roads. Their principal 
station in tlmo of peace is near Ber- 
lin, whcro thcv operate a railway :;3 
miles in extent. 


Attached to every army corps is a 


special scientific deportment. 


All 
now 
weapons, 
government 


preparations of explosives and every 
detail of army equipment is submit- 
ted to most rigorous tests. It was 
this corps thnt ascertained that tho 
buttons on certain uniforms could be 
seen nl longer distances than those 
on othci-e, and thnt provided cover- 
ing for sncb buttons so as not to at- 
tract the enemy's riflo fire.. 


The strength of the German army 


is approximately 300,000 mm, actu- 
ally with the colors. As a matter of 
fact, however, with the calling of 
Inndwehr nnd Inndsturn, not loss 
than 4,500,000 highly trained and 
efficient soldiers can bo summoned to 
the colors. 
Tho keeping up of nrmy 


fooling »nd training by tho Kricgoi- 
voroiue «>ven after men have passed 
out of tho army brinfs another 500,- 
000, the total Rtrength of tho availa- 
ble force being, In a crisis, 5,000,000 
trained fighters, though tho exact 
array force In giren at 502,506 men, 
not including the one-year volun- 
teers.

"I am sure." said Mr. Tarbell. 


"that thousands of persons heard of 
Mr. MeCall's death with profound 
regret. One of the most American 
characteristics of the American peo- 
ple is their desire to be fair. When 
a man is dead they are incliaed to 
remember the good that be has done 
and to look with charity upon his 
shortcomings. While Mr. McCall had 
unquestionably made some mistakes, 
there is no denying the fact that foi 
more than a quarter of a century lie 
had been one of the most prominent 
figures in American life insurance. 


"Doubtless comparatively few at 


this lime remember anything about 
the dark days of life insurance in the 
seventies, when more than half of 
the companies reporting to the New 
York Department of Insurance went 
out of existence. It was during those 
troublous times that Mr. McCall first 
came into prominence, and his heroic 
work as Deputy Superintendent of 
Insurance of this State, and after- 
ward as Superintendent, had much 
to do with bringing about a better 
condition of affairs.

The status of the newspaper busi- 


ness in China at me present time la 
Interesting, both from a business and 
a sociological standpoint. As might 
be expected from the radical differ- 
ence between the Chinese and for- 
eign languages there are two lines 
of the newspaper 
and 
publishing 


business, one foreign, generally Eng- 
lish, and the other Chinese, It ia 
rather surprising, in view of the 
comparatively small population of 
foreigners in China, how many large 
publications there are in foreign lan- 
guages. The prices they obtain for 
their publications and their work 
probaTily explains the situation. 


Practically all of the foreign pa- 


pers sell for 4 *k cents per copy. Th'e 
subscription price is about $'15 gold 
per annum, posrage extra. The Chi- 
nese dailies sell for about half a cent 
gold per copy. In addition to these 
publications there are a large num- 
ber of religious papers, mostly in 
Chinese, published by the mission 
authorities for the several missions, 
to be used in connection with their 
work in several portions of the em- 
pire. Some of these mission publica- 
tions have large circulations, and are 
forming an important factor in the 
regeneration of the education and 
social s;. stem of t>ie nation. In the 
south, Hongkong dominates the pub- 
lication business, and as it is a Brit- 
ish 
colony 
English 
publications 


might 
reasonably bs expected to 


lead, but on the face of tlie record 
tlie Chinese predominate. There are 
four English, dailies, the Post, the 
Press, both morning papers, and the 
Telegraph and the Mail, both even- 
ing papers. 
There are six Chinese 


dailies, and, as in the case .of Shang- 
hai, 
there are a large number o* 


publications designed to fill varioui 
wants in South China, a Portuguese 
•weekly and the Government Gazette 
being among them. In nearly even 
port of importance in China there is 
an English publication of some sort. 


Toe publishing houses as a rule, 


both newspaper concerns and con- 
cerns for general printing onlv, are 
fairly well equipped for the'r v.-ork 
Some of them attempt work in tlu 
line of bigh grade magazine ur.c 
book publishing, and, while it is nc' 
always an unmixed success from ; 
technical tjpogi.-iphical 
standpoiiiv

workmen, who do most of the worl- 
under foreign supervision, will

this line of effort. Practically all of 
the establishments are equipped foi 
more or less printing in the Chinese 
language, and some of the newspa- 
pers give a portion of their space to 
a short review of the day's news in 
Chinese. This work, of course, re- 
quires a special corps, but it also 
brings in special returns, and prob- 
ably is an advantage rather than a 
drag to the business. 
Some of the 


concerns have the latest modern ma- 
chinery, and it is one of the strang- 
est experiences in a strange land for 
a tourist to see a Chinaman operat- 
ing a Morgenthaler linotype in a 
Shanghai 
publishing house. 
The 


newspapers, as a rule, loan to Brit- 
ish machinery wherever possible, and 
as a result thej are roinewh.it behind 
in many modern appliances. 
The 


circulation of the newspapers in Chi- 
nese ports docs not justify large and 
high-speed printing machinery. 


It is rather interesting to note that 


China at present seems to be passing 
through much the same process with 
its newspapers and other publica- 
tions that many parts of the United 
States have passed through. All over 
the empire native newspapers are 
being started in the colloquial dia- 
lf>cts and arc more or less local in 
character. The result is that many 
irresponsible publications arc issued 
and the means used by their projec- 
tors to keep them alive have a strik- 
ing similarity to those employed by 
n responsible parties at various times 
null in many places in the United 
States. 


Newspapers arc- established, run n 


short course, und then drop out of 
sight. 
Blackmail and other evils 


afflict many communities. Much of 
the anti-foreign agitation which has 
rained so much trouble in China in 
the past few years, is to be traced to 
such publications. In time somo of 
these papers, like some of their pro- 
totypes in other lands, develop into 
1 .lying properties and 
responsible 


publl':itlons. 
It is unfortunate in 


some respects that the publication of 
newspapers in the several local dia- 
leds has developed so generally. 
While such publication will afford 
means of educating the people of tho 
empire in somo lines, they also fur- 
n'.sh j^io moans for deepening tho 
gulfs dividing tho several provinces 
?:hlch differ in dialects.

Washing machines seeni all right 


enough in a laundry, but they would 
scarcely be looked for in the estab- 
lishment of a manufacturing jeweler. 
Yet they play an important part in 
such a plant. 


In a washing macainc are washed 


daily all the aprons and 
all 
the 


blouses worn by the workers employed 
in ihe manufacture of articles of gold. 
Then the water in which these things 
have been washed is piped to a room 
where the gold contained in it is ex- 
tracted and saved. 


Particles of gold adhere to the hands 


and i&ces of the workers in the pre- 
cious metal, and even get into their 
hair. 
Twice a day all the operatives 


wash their hands and faces; and the 
water is, like that from the washing 
machine, piped to the extracting room. 


Here there is installed a big filter, 


with its filtering sec;ion made of cau- 
vas, and resembling outwardly 
the 


plaited section of a giant square con- 
certina, as it would look partly drawn 
out. All the water from the washing 
machine and from the wash bowls ~m~ 
the factory is forced through this ni- 
ter; and at regular intervals the fil- 
tering section is taken out and the 
gold removed from it. 


All the floors in the factory are cov- 


ered with tar paper, which 
catches 


and holds all the gold particles that 
fall upon it. 
From time to time a 


new paper covering is laid on the 
floors, the old being burned for the 
gold contained in it. 


By these means there are saved in 


a factory thousands of dollars' worth 
of gold that without such .precautions 
would inevitably be lost. 


SLOWER SHIP TURRETS. 


Experts Think It Preferable to 


Keep Guns Longer on 


Targets. 


Important changes have been made 


in the gearing of the turrets of the 
United States battleship Maine, and ex- 
periments in turret turning will be con- 
ducted on that ship this winter in the 
maneuvers in southern waters. There 
was a time when the efficiency of turret 
fire was considered as at its best when 
the turret could be turned in the short- 
est possible time. 


The development of machinery for 


this purpose resulted in revolutions of 
one a minute, and it came about that 
in the rapidity of turning the quality 
of slowness in the operation of the 
turret was ignored. 
It is notorious 


that the naval theory of yesterday is 
rejected to-day, and what was once 
regarded as important may shortly 
come to be looked upon as useless 
and even absurd. This has been dem- 
onstrated in the experiences of 
the 


naval experts with the torpedo tube 
for ships of war. 


It now appears that there is a 


change of opinion regarding the tur- 
ret gearing, and it is considered im- 
portant not to encourage rapidity in 
turret revolution as much as to ob- 
tain slowness. In the new mechan- 
ism installed in the Maine the turret 
revolutions have be,en reduced to one 
in two minutes. This change is made 
on the theory of the strategist that it 
is desirable to keep the turret guns 
a longer time on the target, which 
would not be possible with the turret 
gear fixed at the present speed.

TIMBER FAMINE FORCES WORK 


OF FOREST PRESERVATION 


The timber famine is just now 


forcing the work of forest preserva- 
tion. Ten years ago only the sound- 
est of ties were used by the 
rail- 


roads, but now the purchasing agents 
accept seconds, and even thirds. A 
number of kinds of trees, including 
red oak, black oak, 
beech, gums, 


pines and other soft woods, once con- 
sidered worthless for these purposes, 
are now treated with creosote and 
Bimllar preservatives, and used 
for 


ties, crossarms and poles. The life of 
a soft wood tie is thus quadrupled. 


If this is the case, by the way, with 


a soft wood tie, why not treat the 
bard wood ties similarly, and thus in 
crease the period of their usefulness? 


But in spUe of all the economy 


now being exercised by the match and 
paper companies, a further shortage 
Is in sight. It is reported (that Maude 
Adams has planted on her Long Is- 
land property 100,000 locust trees 
iwhich make the best of ties,—an ei- 
ample of an actress at last providing 
for her profession. 


A railroad in Kansas owns a catalpa 


plantation which returns It an an- 
nual profit of $12.65 an acre, showing 
that forestry may soon be as profit- 
able as railroading. 


One railroad annually consumes 3,- 


850,000 ties, which is the total yield 
of 12,800 acres. The 
total 
annual 


consumption of railroad ties is 120,

These ora the first tea tablets 


which we have ever soen Sa the new 
world, but compressed tea in the 
form of slabs was introduced in R(|s- 
sia a century ago. As a convenience, 
Russian 
orficials 
z.nd their wives 


have long carried on their numer- 
ous journsys high-gsade compressed 
tea molded in the form of tiling ,or 
cakes. In the Irte war with Japan 
Rnss'an soiditrs were supplied with 
these slabs, very like our cakes of 
chocolate and governed so that pieces 
of standard size could be snapped off 
in tho Sngors. 


During the long sleighing trips 


ov.ir the Russian and Siberian ex- 
panses, where it is impracticable to 
halt and boil water, a traveler often 
places one of his rea tablets in his 
mouth, with a morsel of loaf sugar, 
letnns both softly dissolve. It is said 
that a half hour after thus taking 
three or four of his tea tablets he 
commences to feel a cheering, exhil- 
araMng effect. The Russians call this 
indulgence a "dry cup of tea," and it 
is claimed by them that not the 
slightest harm results from the con- 
sumption of three or four tablets. 


But the greatest freak in this line 


is the cup mo.ilded of compressed 
t<?a by a firm of Mockba, central 
Ra-.-sia. These vessels after a course 
of doing becomes as hard as gran- 
it? and allow of boiling water being 
pojred into thorn until it dissolves, 
eaca time, just enough of the tea 
from the bottom and sides of the 
cup to give a sufficiently strong in- 
fusion. One of these^cups—very iiice 
tho nifJicinal "quassia" cups of our 
grandparents—will continue for sis 
mo.it'is to brev,- as much tea as one 
di inker v. ill desire.

government's experimental tea gar- 
den is Aif.^-ican-srown 
Within the 


past few jcars the bureau of plant

The experiments at the govern- 


ment tea gardens are showing that 
seed ft om all moderate climates are 
as productive here as in their native 
clinics. The changes of climate un- 
dergone by the foreign seed has. 
however, changed the flavor of the 
fca leaves. Our early season tea is 
more delicats and milder than that 
glow n fiom the same seed in the na- 
tive soil, but that picked in the au- 
;u.nn is stronger in color and taste 
and resembles the foreign teas from 
more southern climates. American 
•on. grown at the Summerville sta- 
tion lacks the puc'.cerv or astringent 
qralitj of India and Cejlon teas, but 
is decidedly fragrant and delicate in 
taste. 
The best results have been 


obtained in a hybrid plant intro- 
duced here about 50 years ago, and 
acclimated to the coasts of the south- 
ern and gulf states. It will yield oOO 
pounds of dry leaf to the acre a sea- 
son and makes an excellent black

pawnbrokers Jn coaipc-dtiod with the 
n:uny private fOncf-raa. In tho coun- 
try and in villages the want of these 
loan estiiblir.'iments is not felt ba- 
causa there the people know and 
help each oihcr when in difficulties. 
In the large towns people very often 
do not know their neighbors, and it 
is sometimes diScult for even the 
most frugal to be prepared for every 
emergency. 
A- workman generally 


obtains his maximum of wages at the 
age ot 20 years. Me usually marries 
\oung and his expenses Increase with 
the growth of bis family, while hl» 
wages rejnain stationary.—Illness, an 
accident or some unforeseen event 
will rcake him exceed his income and 
force him to part with some object of 
value to meet his expenses. 


To save persons of this kind from 


extortion the municipalities opensd 
the so-called loan banks, in which a 
fixed rate of interest was charged. 
At first these banks were quite suc- 
cessful and some of them more than 
repaid their cost. Lately, however, 
there has been such a falling off in 
the number of customers of these in- 
stitutions that at first sight it would 
appear to prove that the prosperity 
of the people had marvelously in- 
creased were it not for the ominous 
truth that the number of private 
pawnshops is also increasing. An- 
other thing which shows that the 
average prosperity of the clients of 
these banks is on the wane is that 
the value of the articles pawned is 
becoming less from year to year. 
This indicates that the people arc 
gradually disposing of their valua- 
bles—their antique silver and delft- 
ware and their family heirlooms. Al- 
most the only objects of value that 
are now pawned are bicycles and 
sewing machines. 


Yet the people seem to prefer the 


private pawnshops with, their high 
rates of interest. .The first reason 
giver, 
is 
the 
very 
human 
one 


that everybody likes to talk ovor 
his 
troubles 
with some one who 


shows a little sympathy, even if it is 
feigned. It appears to the client that 
he can work on the feelings of the 
shopkeeper and induce him to give 
more for on article than he first in- 
tent!1'!. Another reason is that the 
municipal loan bonks are o.'ea only 
until 9 o'clock on Saturday evenings, 
and not at all on Sundajs, while the 
private shops 
do business at any 


hour that suits tlie clients. The aver- 
age 
municipal loan 
Dank has no 


branch offices in the suburbs and 
outlying districts. 
Still another rea- 


son lies in the development of the 
credit s; stem. 
Formerly the pawn- 


shop was about f.ie only place where 
one could ger an advance of money 
on property, but r:ow there are nu- 
merous banks of credit that make 
loans even where the security given 
is r,niall. 


It is quite evident t'.iat tho munici- 


pal loan tm': needs to bs e.s'abiished 
on a new basis. It is proposed that 
the state shall acquire the municipal 
pawnshops, giving them an inter- 
communal character somewhat like 
that of the postal pavings 
banks. 


T'uis s>stem would be of great ad- 
vantage to cus'oniers as in the case 
of removals to ot^er town5! the uawn 
tickets would be redeemable o\ery- 
where.
